Mr. Rice was born on April fool's day, 
but certainly has not proven to his parents, 
or to this city, to be much of a fool. He 
is the senior member of the boot and shoe 
firm of Rice & Hutchins, 125 High street, 
Boston; and by energy and good judgment 
has accumulated considerable property. 
The hospital is situated on elevated 
ground and makes a very attractive ap- 
pearance. The above engraving, loaned 
us by the Boston Daily Globe, will give 
our readers a good idea of its exterior ap- 
pearance. It consists of an administrative 
building whose dimensions are 36x41 feet, 
having a basement, first and second stories, 
and a corridor extending easterly to the 
service building and general ward. The 
basement is occupied by the kitchen, laun- 
dry, boiler room, engineer's room, and 
store rooms, pantries, etc. The first story 
contains an office, operating room, sur- 
geons’ room, dining room, with the cus- 
tomary closets, dumb waiter, etc. and the 
parlor. In the second story are the apart- 
ments for the matron and her assistants, 
bathrooms, etc. 

East of the administrative building and 
connected with it by a corridor eight feet 
wide and fifty feet long, is the service 
building and general ward. This building 
is two stories high, and on the first floor 
are three rooms for special patients, a 
nurses’ room, diet kitchen, bathroom and

Fresh air is supplied through 
large floor registers, and overheated air is 
discharged through ceiling ventilators. | 
Especial care has been taken with the 
plumbing of the building, and all of the 
best known appliances have been adopted, 


and the entire work is left exposed to 
view. ‘The building is lighted by gas 
throughout.

Letter from Florida. 


From an interesting letter written to the 
Somerville Citizen, we copy the following: 

Starting from Boston at 6p. m. on the 
evening of the 13th of March, in one of 
the elegant and comfortable Pullman cars 
that the N. Y. & N.E. railroad have just 
added to their stock, we were assured that 
in just forty-two hours we should be in 
Jacksonville, Fla., without change or de- 
lay. Iconfess to being a little skeptical 
in believing this statement, for my ex- 
perience with this road in Centennial days 
had made me so; but this trip was all it 
promised, on time at every place, and we 
reached Jacksonville ten minutes before 12, 
the limited time, and never did I enjoy a 
journey more or have better attention from 
conductors and porters. 

There were only thirteen persons in the 
car, and allstarted with us from Boston, 
but this number included Hon, Benj. F. 
Butler who left us at Washington. 

We had a fine view of the Capitol and 
other public buildings, and the grounds 
around them were beautiful, the grass such 
a brilliant green, and here we first saw the 
peach trees in full bloom. In other places 
the grass looked no better than many of the 
lawns in New England, and as we went 
further south we missed it altogether, for 
the white sand is not conductive to its 
growth and in the moonlight looks like 
snow. We realized we were in Dixie land 
when we began to see the negro cabins, 
and the crowds of them at the different 
stopping places, many of them in the 
most primitive kindof a cart, drawn by 
aslow moving mule, or astride the back of 
said animal with only a rope halter to 
guide him. In one place we went through 
the main and only street of the town and 
saw little darkies and three different 
families of pigs, and they seemed to be 
the best of friends, for where the very 
young children would be sitting on the 
ground, the little pigs would be close to 
them, often sleeping with their heads in 
baby’s lap. Here, too, was a man in a 
wagon, his own boy on the seat, and in 
the front another about the same size 
but black as charcoal, and his hat (the 
darkey’s) had a small piece of rim and had 
lost the top of the crown. The wagon 
was a work of art, having wheels that had 
evidently belonged to a lumber wagon, a 
box for a seat and a rough slab for dasher. 
Into this was harnessed one of the finest 
horses I ever saw, and I presume the 
owner and driver was one of the rich 
men of that section, though his clothes 
were made of the butternut jean. At 
apother place the sign for the post office 
was printed with chalk on a piece of board, 
| while next door was the word bar painted 
very black and the letters six inches long,

Methodist University. 


A great meeting was held i in the Metro- 
politan church a& the Capital op Tusadey 
evening, March 25th, to promote the in- 
terests of the Washington Methodist Uni- 
versity. The meeting was addressed by 
Bishop Hurst, Bishop Newman, Senator 
Hawley, and Congressman Morse of Mas- 
sachusetts. The report of Mr. Morse’s 
speech below is from the Washington 
Post, and is full of telling points. He 
began by saying: 
| LIknew of a gentleman who belonged to 
the Society of Friends, and he was asked 
one day what was the difference between a 
Friend and a Methodist. He said the 
difference was this: ‘The Friend wasa 
Quaker, and the Methodist was an earth- 
quaker.’ Ihave been invited to make a 
brief speech here, and I stand up and say 
lthat I 


believe the earthquakers should 
have a university. 
Where should they locate it? Washing- 


ton wrote to Lafayette after the close of 
the revolutionary war and his return to 
France, that he, Washington, was happily 
situated in this country between the ex- 
tremes of heat and cold at Mount Vernon. 
Surely on the banks of the Potomac, under 
the shadow of the Washington Monument, 
whose lofty summit pierces the sky, in the 
Capital of the nation, in the finest Capital 
city in the world, is a suitable place for the 
proposed university. 

Fox, the founder of the sect of Quakers, 
said that a good Quaker should light the 
country for ten miles around. So should 
a good Methodist, Baptist, Congregation- 
alist, or Presbyterian; and though I am 
not a Methodist, and I do not belong to 
that particular wing of the Lord’s army, 
as a representative of the ancient Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts I am glad to 
stand up here and say that the Methodist 
Church of New England is doing a great 
work for God and humanity. 

Mr. Morse said that he was glad to see 
that the institution would be catholic, and 
welcome students of other faiths to its 
halls of learning. He would write over 
its portals that there is no royal road to 
learning honor, 
ditions rise. 

He said that in the English army in 
time of peace, when the army is on dress 
parade, the lapel of the coat of the soldier 
indicates by letters and figures the com- 
pany, regiment, and division of the army 
to which he belongs. But when the army 
is drawn up in line of battle the lapel of 
the coat is turned, the coat is buttoned, 
and they go into action as one grand army. 

He was glad to see all denoninations on 

the platform, and to observe that Chris- 
tian people who hold the essentials of the 
gospel, are coming more and more to turn 
the lapel of the coat, and fight as one 
grand army the triumph and success of 
the gospel. In conclusion he said : 
I congratulate my brethren of the Meth- 
odist division of the Lord’s army upon 
this auspicious beginning of this great 
work. Like Nehemiah of old we would 
rebuild the wallof Zion. You are doing 
| a great work, a work which, if successful, 
will make its impress upon our country, 
and, I trust, be an influence for good to 
thousands of our people.

AN AMENDMENT TO AN ORDINANCE 
CONCERNING 


Streets and Public Grounds. 


In CounciL, Fes. 17th, 1890. 


Orperep,—That the ordinance concern- 
ing Streets and Public Grounds be amended 
by adding the following section: 

Section 32. Whoever drops or lets fall or | 
permits or allows to drop or fall, upon any 
way or highway of the City, from any wagon, | 
cart or vehicle, any piece of stone or granite, 
or other article of such a size or character as 
| may endanger public travel, unless the same 
be immediately removed from the limits of 
the way or highway, shall be liable to a 
penalty of not more than twenty ($20) dollars 
for each offence.

Tide Motor Power. 


To the Editors of the Quin 


cy Patriot: 
I notice in your issue of April 4th an 
article on ‘* Tide Motor’ and a statement 
by Mr. H. B. Rankin, general manager of 
the Am.

A Singing River. 


| A hundred miles east of New Orleans, 


onthe Mississippi coast, is the town of 
East Pascagoula, or Scranton, at the 
mouth of the Pascagoula river. For 200 
years the Pascagoula has been noted for 
giving forth strange musical sounds near 
its mouth, at the gulf. Charles E. Chid- 
sey writes of them in The Popular Sci- 
ence Monthly. 

He says in 1875 an old fisherman at 
Scranton called him one evening to come 
tothe river bank and “‘hearthe spirits 
singing under the water.” From the 
bosom of the waters came a murmuring 
sound, first rising in crescendo, then 
dying ay diminuendo. Again, some 
years after, he was leaning idly over an 
old wharf on the edge of the Pascagou- 
la, when he suddenly heard a sound like 
the rushing and roaring of a mighty 
wind. He supposed it was the wind 
from a storm that could be plainly seen 
onthe gulf. Buta lady with him said: 
“That is not the storm you hear, but the 
rious music.” 

Again there are times when fishermen 
are on the water at night, when the 
music can be heard distinctly in sounds 
inexpressibly sweet and plaintive, like 
an Eolian harp. A sudden splash or 
| noise will cause it to cease, but when 
silence supervenes it begins again, soft 
and murmurous. 

What causes it? It is a pity to destroy 
& romantic mystery, but the music is 
probably made by thousands of fishes, of a 
kind called the ‘‘drum,” from their power 
to produce this sound. It is made by the 
sudden passage of air from one compart- 
ment of the fish’s air bladder to another. 
None the less wonderful, for all that, is 
the soft Eolian strain that rises of a sum- 
mer night from the moonlit waters of 
the Pascagoula.

Cremation in Paris, 

The new crematory furnace founded on 
Aug. 12 last, at the cemetery of Pere-la- 
Chaise, Paris, had, up to Dec. 31 last, 
effected 735 cremations. Of this number, 
| thirty-five only were at the request of the 
| relatives; 183 coffins containing remains of 
human bodies from the hospital services 
| Were destroyed, and 217 still-born children | 
| from the maternity charities were disposed 
of. The new furnace is an apparatus based 
on the system of Siemens. It . possesses 
considerable advantages over the older| 
model. The cost of cremation is much re- 
| duced by the substitution of coke for wood 
fuel. The expense has diminished from 
thirty-five francs to three francs. With | 
the old apparatus, it required on an average, 
an hour and three quarters to cremate the 
body of an adult; with the present one, 
| from an hour to an hour and a quarter suf- 
fices. It is thought that, before long, the} 
operation may be completed in three quar- 
| ters of an hour.

A Big Job. 


In the latter part of February a requisi- 
tion was made on the public printer by the 
census bureau for the printing of 20,000,000 
enumeration blanks. As this is the largest 
single order ever executed by the govern- 
ment printing office in the nature of blank 
work, it is interesting to note what the 
| printing of so large a job means, The pa- 
per required to print this number of blanks 
amounted to 11,458 reams of 480 sheets 
to the ream, each sheet measuring 22 by 
30 inches. When printed and cut these 
load 20,000,000 sheets, 15,000,000 of which 
were 11 by 15 inches, and 2,000,000 15 by 
| 22 inches in size. These 20,000,000 sheets 
| made 41,666 reams of the above-named di- 
}mensions. The thickness of each ream 
measured 1 7-8 inches; therefore, if it were 
| possible to stack all these blanks in one 
pile, the latter would be 6510 feet high, 
which equals 1 1-4 miles. This would make 
;} a solid column of paper over 11 times as 
high as the Washington monument. If 
laid end to end these blanks would form 
}a continuous line of paper 4955 miles in 
}length, or as far as from San Francisco, 
| Cal., to New York city, and from there to 
New Orleans. This paper would measure 
jor cover 25,208,353 square feet. Its total 
weight was 458,336 pounds, or over 229 
ltons. The government printing office be- 
gan work on this job March 3, and April 3 
the last of the 20,000,000 printed sheets 
were delivered to the census bureau. While 
this was being worked the public printer 
also printed and delivered over 5,000,000 
other blanks, of various sizes and forms, 
for the census office, and 15,000,000 other 
miscellaneous blanks for other departments 
of the government, beside 2,555,642 copies 
| of reports, documents, bills, ete., for Con- 
gress, not including the Congressional Ree- 
ord, and 172,81 volumes of reports for 


other departments.

J. C. Gleason of Rockland, E. Gerry 
Brown of the Bunker Hill Times and 
others. President Fiske in the course of 
his pleasing speech remarking, that ‘the 
party had been most agreeably surprised 
and pleased at the wonderful recourses of 
the country visited, and that he only feared 
they should be killed with kindness.”

Simm: I return herewith without my 
signature the order passed by the Council 
appropriating $12,000 for Common street. 
I think the sum larger than is required for 
this purpose. That part of the street be- 
tween Quarry and Adams street must be 
rebuilt in the most substantial manner. 
Much lighter work will be all that is re- 
quired for the remainder of the street. 
The surface water must be taken care of 
the worst features of the street will be 
remedied.

The house resolve for buying regimental 
histories has been reported on in the 
senate, ‘“‘reference to the next general 
court.’ The street franchise bill has been 
put over another year. 

Friday's developments at the investiga- 
tion of Senator Fassett were such as to 
restore public confidence in him completely. 
He took the stand himself and not only 
denied flatly the testimony of Sanderson 
and Pranker, but said that the proposition 
of corrupt action was made to him by Dr. 
Moore. He met the advance by saying 
that he had made a mistake in his man, 
| that they might do things that way in the 
New Hampshire legislature, but that he 
could not do it in the Massachusetts senate. 
Then he took his hat and came away. 
Testimony relating to the witness Sander- 
son was unfavorable to his reputation, and 
altogether the day was reassuring in the

A state tax bill was reported for $1,750,-

Some business was done at the session of 
the Senate on Monday. Senator E. J. 
Donovan of Suffolk tried to weaken the 
stringency of the House bill to regulate the 
| employment of persons in saloons on the 
ground that it would prevent the sending 
of bell boys in hotels to the rooms of guests 
| With liquor. Several senators attacked the 
bill, but it was supported by Senator Pink- 
}erton of Worcester, Davenport of Middle- 
sex and Coffin of Suffolk, and was passed 
| to be engrossed by 19 to 7.

| The interest of the week centers in the

company to carry its bill through the 
j legislature. The inquiry made is pretty 
thorough, that is, it has been more so in 
| its later stages than at first, apparently no 
| positive corruption by the use of money 
| has been unearthed out, great disclosures 
have been made regarding the methods and 
power of the lobby. They show how utter- 
| ly hopeless was the effort by Gov. Ames in 
| 1887 to strike a blow at the lobby by the 
| veto of the bill for the division of Beverly 
on the ground that improper means had 
been used to pass it, Practically the con- 
sequence of that hearing and of the veto 
was to advertise to the world that here was 
a good fat field for a lobby and thus direct- 
ly to encourage the evil it was nominally 
inteuded to suppress. 

So powerful has the lobby become now 
that, as has been clearly proved at this 
hearing the members of it are paid vastly 
more than they are worth for the service 
they render. One testified that he received 
.500 from the West End for speaking to a 
few members. He did not know as he in- 
fluenced a single vote. None of these 
men seems to ever render a bill which 
covers more than the one item ‘* services,” 
It was testified to that ex-Speaker Noyes 
}was paid $1000 by the West End and he 
rendered no service whatever. He simply 
| did not oppose the road. The rank and file 
of the lobby who were engaged seem to 
|have done almost nothing to earn their 
|money. ‘They say so themselves, They 
| talk with members, find out how they are 
| going to vote, if they can, or ask them to 
| vote for the bill. They try to get up pub- 
| lic sentiment in favor of their measures, 
but the work they do is of the most in- 
| definite, irresponsible sort. I have been 
told of a case where a lobbyist agreed to 
control a senator's vote for a certain sum.
